
1* A radio station with four masts and another with one mast were observed 
on a flat meadow just north of Reu-Gaara (TT 5!*/U 33) > west of the Laerz 
airfield* * 

2« One officer and throe soldiers were seen at the radio stations* The one- 
mast radio station was guarded by a watch dog* 

3* It is believed that the radio stations are supplied with electric current 
through a field cable which leads to the airfield. 


25X1 # I I Comment* The radio stations seen to be located in line v&th the exten- 

sion of the runway to the west* They probably are navigational aids for the 
jot fighters stationed at the field* The four-mast radio station is believed 
to be a DF station* The ono-n&rst installation may be a control point for the 
DP station with another control point, which was presumably not noticed by 
source, in the opposite direction* Item k in Annex 1 possibly is the 

main signal for the landing planes and thus nay be located in - 
the approach land •« The one-nast station and its unnoticed counterpart may 
also be beacons transmitting dash and dot signals^ thus indicating the width
